Claims 3, 31-43 are directed to isolated antibodies which selectively bind to 
polypeptides consisting of or comprising a human kinase of specific amino acid 
sequence, wherein the antibodies are optionally coupled to a detectable substance as 
well as compositions comprising said antibodies. 

Claimed polypeptide sequence is free of prior art. Further, the prior art does not 
teach or suggest preparing such specifically claimed amino acid sequence. Hence, said 
sequence is also non-obvious. Since claimed amino acid sequence is both novel and 
non-obvious, polypeptides consisting of or comprising said amino acid sequence and 
antibodies which specifically bind said polypeptides and compositions comprising said 
antibodies are also novel and non-obvious.
